Included in the group wore such leaders 
as Reverend EZEKIEL BELL, Pastor, Parkway Gardens Presbyterian 
Church, Reverend JAMES MORRIS LAWSON, JR., SAMUEL B . KYLES, 

Pastin', Monumental Baptist Church, and Memphis • 'ei.voncr of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Confcronci (SCLC), Revert ad H. 

RALPH JACKSON, AIRE Church, who is Director, Minimum Salary Office, 
and Reverend MALCOLM U. BLACKBURN, Pastor ol the Claiborne 
Temple, AME Church , 230 Hernando. All sanitation strike marches 
supporting the strike originated from Claiborne Temple, located 
at 280 Hernando., Memphis. All the above-mentioned individuals, 
with the exception of BLACKBURN, are Negroes and ail had strongly 
opposed LOEB and had supported INGRAM in the November, :E67, 
city election. Reverend LAWSON, who had been Director of the. 
non-violent tactics for SCLC, and Reverend KYLKS were 1 a tor 
influential in bringing MARTIN LUTHiR KING, JR., Hoad ».f SCLC. 
to Memphis on March 23, 1968, and again on 1 •'!»— L L3 . 


This source advised that as the stnl e developed, 
it became more and more apparent that the strike was a combined 
political and racial issue, nurtured, stimulated, and organizeJ 
by political opponents of Memphis Mayor HENRY LOEB and supporters 
of former Mayor WILLIAM B. INGRAM.
